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The present invention relates to a method of 
controlling the force of the sled motor in an 
optical disk drive. The optical pickup head in 
each individual optical disk drive will have the 
same moving speed within the allowable moving 
range by adopting the invention. After the optical 
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estimate the spending time of the optical pickup 
head sliding from the inner to the outer of an 
optical disk. A correction coefficient is obtained 
from the ratio of the above time and an ideal 
time. Thus the force of the sled motor will be 
corrected by the correction coefficient. 
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
